IN order to render theſe offices ſer- 
viceable to families and religious ſocie- 
ties, the reverend Dr. Hickes was pleaſed 
to publiſh them ; but with a reform in 
thoſe points of doctrine, which are pecu- 
liar to the Roman Faith. And tho' the 
good end propoſed has not, I fear, been 
ſufficiently anſwered (partly from an 
opinion that ſuch liturgical forms are 
moſt proper to be uſed in large aſſem- 
blies in the church, and partly from a 
natural baſhfulneſs, which diſables many 
from making the reſponſes with that 
readineſs and freedom, which might be 
expected from them) ; yet, for the many 
inſtructive and pathetic pſalms contained 
in this reformed book, it hath met with

Bur ſome time before this was pub- 
liſned by Dr. Hickes, a book of devo- 
tions was ſer forth by the reverend Mr. 
Dorrington, intitled, Reformed Devs- 
tions; in Meditations, Hymns, and Pe- 
titions, Sc. The main ſubſtance of 
which 1s taken out of the foreign one,

and adapted to the ſecret ſervice of the 
cloſet; but with conſiderable changes 
and alterations: For he has thought fit 
to divide and halve the pſalms (which 
he calls by the name of Meditations) in 
order to form the latter part of them into 


_ prayers or petitions : He has al ſo deſtroyed 


the current meaſure of the verſes, by 
ſhortning or lengthning them at pleaſure, 

and annexing thereto many additions of 
his own: by which means the unity of 
the compoſition, and the harmony of 
the numbers of the original, are intirely 
broken, and the ſpirit of the author, in 
the opinion of many, thereby very ſenſi- 


bly abated. And yet this worthy Gen- 


tleman's labours have been received with 
great approbation and eſteem, and done 
much good in the world, as I have reaſon

fition. I have choſen therefore ſome of :

IN a word, the whole is intended for 
a manual of meditations and devotions, 
and purpoſely drawn into ſo ſmall a com- 
paſs, to render it the more portable and 
ready at hand for the uſe of the faithful

Anp herein I aſſume nothing to my- 
ſelf, having only taken upon me the 
troubleſome office of a collector; and 
tho' this be not a whit more honourable 
than that of the Gzbeonztes, who were 
but hewers of wood, and drawers of wa- 
ter, for the ſervice of the tabernacle ;
